Mindanao 


Washington, Dec. I—General Otis' 


advices today show the advance in the 
interior is toeing vigorously pushed and 
that the Americans continue to drive 
back and disperse the scattered bands. 


Capt. "Warwick of the Eighteenth in- 


fantry was killed in'an engagement at 
Passi, Iloilo province, the 26th. 


Hughes reports _frqrn the Central 


Panay, Iloilo province, that one-third 
of the island is cleared from insurgents. 


He engaged the enemy after forced 


marches at Passi, drove them into the 
mountains, captured 10 field pieces, two 
breech loaders, nine rifles and several 
thousand rounds., of ammunition. 
The troops are in excellent health and 
are now preparing to'enter the moun- 
tains.

Execution ot GUmore Party Prevented 
' ,

by Agulnaido < 


Manila, Dec. 1.—When the landing 


party from the United States battleship 
Oregon took the town of Vigan, last 
Sunday, they found 'there an escaped 
prisoner, A. L. Sonnenshsin, who fur- 
nished the first authentic account of the 
experience of Lieutenant James G. Gil- 
more, who, frith a party of the gun- 
boat Torktown, was captured by the in- 
surgents near Baler, on the east coast of 
Luzon, last April, while making as 
examination of the mouth of the river 
in an armed boat. 


Sonnenshem was imprisoned at Abra 


for a long time with Lieutenant Gilmore 
and seven sailors, but contrived to es- 
cape, carrying a concealed note, written 
in naval cipher, dated Abra, Nov. 19, 
addressed to "Any naval officer" and 
saying: 
"You may have perfect con- 


fidence in anything the bearer nays. 
The note 'wa» signed "SHlmore." 


According TO Sonnenshein, when Lieu- 


tenant Gllmore's launch entered the 
river from Baler harbor, under cover 
of Ensign Stanley's gun, the landing 
was received with three volleys. Two 
of the Americans were killed, and two 
mortally wounded. Every man was hit. 
Lieutenant Gilmore receiving a flesh 
wound in the leg, and his foot stuck 


fast In the mud, it was a choice between 
surrender and being slaughtered. 


Lieutenant Gilmore asked the terms 


of release. 
The insurgents proposed 


that he should procure the delivery to 
them of the arms and munitions of the 
Spanish garrison, undertaking, if this 
were accomplished, to send the Span- 
iards and Atnei leans to the Torktown, 
A sailor of Lieutenant Gilmore's party 


i carried this proposition to the garrison, 
i The Spanish commandant replied that 


it was an insult to Spanish arms, and 
expelled the sailor, « Spanish soldier 
firing upon him as he vent. 
! The Americans were then bound hand 


I and foot and taken toTSan Isidro, where 
i General Luna ordered their execution. 
! They were Inarched to the plaza, and, in 
I the presence of a great crowd, were 
aligned to be executed. 


Lieutenant Gilmore said1! 
"As an 


American officer and gentleman, I pro- 
test against being shot with my hands 
tied." 


Aguinaldo interfered and prevented 


the execution. When General Lawton 
approached San Isidro, last June, the 
Americans were removed to Abra, where 
they were kept confined in cells for two 
months. 
Subsequently they were al- 


lowed greater liberty, but the report 
that Lieutenant Gilmore was given a 
house and a servant is untrue. He had 
the same quarters as the men, and the 
Americans were given the same allow- 
ance as the Spanish prisoners—5 cents a 
day with which to buy rice and bananas, 
virtually the'only rations. 


General MacArthur is now in Bayam- 


bang (or Daj»mban), preparing to 
sweep the country on both sides of the; 
Manila-Dagupan railroad. 
General 


Wheaton is at San Fabian, and General 
Lawton at Tayug. 
The cordon from 


San Fabian to San Isidro covers all the 
roads and occupies all the towns on the 
line. 
The American policy is to pre- 


vent any more insurgents escaping to 
the north, and to force them toward the 
country west of the railroad. 


Major March, with a battalion of the 


thirty-third infantry, occupies Vlgan, 
having made a forced march from San 
Fabian. 
The remainder of the regi- 


ment is on the way. 
General Young, 


with a handful of cavalry and the Mac- 
abebes, is in Vigan, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Howze, with four decimated 
companies of the Thirty-fourth infantry, 
barefooted and fagged', is struggling- 
trom Aliga (Aliaga?). When last re- 
ported he was within SO miles of his des^ 
y nation.

Abra province, whose release^ through 
the military operations is expected soon.

All Alejandrino's artillery 


was focused upon the main street, along 
which the Americans advanced: The 
guns were manned by Spaniards, who 
eaid afterward that they had fired over 
the heads of the Americans, as they 
desired that the latter should win, hop- 
ing thus to gain their own freedom. 


In the terrified temper of the insur- 


gents, who run at the sight of an Ameri- 
can, a single company might go any- 
where in the north now, according to 
Captain Fowler. 
No prisoners except 


officers and civil leaders are retained by 
the Americans.. Their policy is to re- 
lease all others almost immediately. 


Major Johnson of General MacArthur's 


Staff, brought here by-special tram 
Chunbian, secretary of the treasury in 
the so-called Filipino government, and 
Mariana Lin-Gap, a Chinese'half-breed, 
director of railways* and postotfices, 
both of whom surrendered in Bayam- 
bang with their families and servants.

May Be Compelled to Abandon War Directions 


for the Present Victory at Modder Biver 


Was Bought at Heavy Cost, Cham- 


berlain on the Anglo-Saxons

London, Dec. 1.—Beyond the report 


from Estcourt that Sring was heard In 
the direction of Ladysmith on Monday, 
there is not a shred of ne\vs of any 
kind this morning from the seat of war. 
A semi-official statement has been is- 
sued that Lord Methuen's wound is not 
serious, and that he Is expected to be 
all right in a few days. 
It is certain, 


however, that the wound will prevent his 
being in the saddle, and there is great 
anxiety to know whether he will be com- 
pelled temporarily to abandon the per- 
sonal direction of affairs. 
His next in 


command la Colonel Coville, command- 
ing tho guards brigade. He has a repu- 
tation as an excellent officer. 


As men are needed in all directions 


Lord Wolseley's announcement that a 
new division will be embarked without 
delay has been received with the great- 
est satisfaction. 
The transports will 


soon be Returning from the Cape, and 
it is hoped that the men will be dis- 
patched speedily. 


On this point The Morning Post says: 


The sooner we can make up our minds 
as to the magnitude of the work in hand, 
the sooner it will be Accomplished. 


Lieutenant Colonel Stopford's death

A dispatch from Cape Town says that 


General Methuen has ssnt to General 
Porestier-Walker a telegram urgently 
demanding reinforcements. 
A battery 


of artillery, a detachment of cavalry ajid 
two battalions of infantry were hurried 
off to join him at the Modder river. A 
battery of artillery numbers 75 men, 
with six guns, and a squadron ef cav- 
alry 500, so that 2600 men have been sent 
to Methuen, whose losses were 494 prior 
to the big battle of Tuesday. 


As was expected, the battle of Modder 


River is shown by the late dispatches to 
have been a fearfully bought victory for 
the British forces. In fact, many are 
now questioning whether it was a vic- 
tory at all, and as yet there are no de- 
tails to show what was gained by it. 


The extraordinary language of General 


Methuen's dispatch was generally com- 
mented upon and the opinion was gen- 
eral that his statement that it was the 
"'bloodiest battle of the century'; was 
simply an effort to prepare the public 
mind for the list of losses to follow. 


There were rumors yesterday that the 


killed and wounded would number 500,, 
but the war office would give out no 
figures. Last night, however, the of- 
ficials began to give out some names of 
dead and wounded officers, but from'the 
way the news is beinfc dribbled out the 
belief is gaining ground that the war 
office has a big list of killed and wounded, 
but is afraid to give out the full list all 
at once. 


Quite a sensation was caused by the 


official announcement that General Me- 
thuen himself was among the wounded. 
It is given out that he received only a 
flesh wound in the thigh, but all the same 
the thing is considered significant, if not 
ominous. 


As usual the Boers seem to have do • 


voted their best attention to the officers, 
and the list of killed and wounded of- 
ficers, It is feared, will prove very large. 
Some of the names already given out 
are among the best known officers in the 
army. 


Those,who are acquainted with Gen- 


eral Methuen think his terse description 
of the battle of Modder Biver forecasts 
"a fearful butcher's bill." 


That General Methuen anticipated 


dogged resistance on his northward 
march is shown by the speech which he 
delivered to his troops Nov. 27, after the 
battle of Gras Pan, reports of which 
have just arrived here. After reading 
a telegram from Governor Milner, con- 
gratulating the troops and sympathiz- 
ing with the wounded, General Methuea 
personally congratulated the troops on 
the work done, and expressed appre- 
ciation of the manner in which they had 
endured the hardships of the march. 
The work, he said, was the most severe 
encountered by the British army for 
many a long day. 
They had In front of 


them, he added, an enemy to whom 
they could not afford to give a single 
point. Their tactics had been excellent, 
and he' recognized and admired their 
courage. 
Continuing,. General Meth- 


uea .said. that when called upon to fight 
for his country he preferred to fight a 
foe worthy of <its steel, rather than 
savages, whose sole recommendation 
was bravery. 
He then expressed the 


hx>pe that he and his men had gained 
each others' confidence and would all do 
their duty to their country, as English- 
men should.

Since Nov. 9 no attempt has been 


ttbde to attack Ladysmith In force.' " 


. Joseph Chamberlain, In a speech at a 
luncheon .at Leicester yesterday, spoke 
of the foreign relations of Great Britain, 
and/ commenting on the "friendly re- 
lations of the Anglo Saxon peoples," 
said he remembered a time not very long 
ago when he found-In America great 
prejudice against Great Britain. Con- 
tinuing, "he said: 


"But what the asseverations of states- 


men could, not do was done by the sym- 
pathy we were a'ble to give when the 
United States found Itself at war. The 
assurance that was given them In., the 


course of the Spanish war will, I be- 
lieve, never be forgotten and has placed 
our relations in an admirable position. 


"The union, the alliance, If you please, 


the understanding between these two 
great nations is indeed a guarantee of 
the peace of the world. But .there is 
something more, which I think any far- 
seeing Engllcu statesman must- have 
long desired, that we should not remain 
permanently isolated from the continent 
of Europe, and I think it must have ap- 
peared evident to everybody that the 
natural alliance is between ourselves 
and the great German empire. W« hava 
had our differences,, quarrels and con- 
tentions, but they have all been4 about 
petty matters. These differences have 
been gradually removed, until now t< .»n- 
not conceive that any point can Arise 
in the immediate future which can-bring 
ourselves and Germany into antagonism 
of interests. On the contrary, I can 
foresee many things in the future which 
must cause anxiety to the statesmen cf 
Europe, but in which our interests are 
clearly the same as Germany's and in 
which the understanding of whl ;a r 1 fev t 
spoken in the case of America, might, 
if extended to Germany, do more per- 
haps than any combination of arms to 
preserve the peace of the worl',1"

General Consternation Among 


Fall "Elver Manufacturers 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 1.—The "wage ,, 


lituation fiTFall Biver mills is the upper- 
most subject in the talk of textile opera- 
tives. Neither President Tansey nor 
Secretary Whitehead of the Textile 
Council has received any communica- 
tion from Secretary Rounesville of the 
Manufacturers'association. The action 
of M. C. D. Borden, the owner of the 
great Iron Works plant in this city, in 
voluntarily increasing the wages of his 
3000 employes 10 percent, beginning Dec* 
4 next, a week in advance of the p.rp- . 
posed increase of 5 percent offered by 
the Manufacturers' association to-tliei 
operatives of the 'mills affiliated with- 
their organization, has caused a sensa- 
tion in industrial circles. The notice 
reads: 


"On and after Monday, Dec. 4,1899, the i 


wages of the employes of the Iron Works 
company will be advanced 10 percent. 
By order of 


"M. C. D. Borden, President." 


Manufacturere were literally taken 


off their feet when the news of the an- , 
nouncement reached them. They un- 
derstood when the agitation for an in- 
crease was begun, some weeks ago by 
the operatives that Mr. Borden was op- 
posed to any advance, but the voluntary 
Increase proves that their understanding 
was incorrect. 
, 


Mr. Borden not only doubles the ad- 


vance offered by the members of the 
Manufacturers' association, but orders] 
the increase to take effect practically 
immediately. 
This action on the part 


of the owner of the Iron Works plant 
changes the wage situation here and. 
throughout New England entirely. The 
manufacturers in the association may' 
be forced to raise the wages of their em- 
ployes to the standard of a manufac- 
turer outside of the association. 


The members of the Textile council 


hesitate to go before the operatives with 
the recommendation adopted at the-last 
meeting of the council. They say that - 
at that meeting it was voted that, should 
the owner of the Iron Works mill give. 
an increase of 10 percent, a demand for 
that amount be made on the members 
of the Manufacturers' association. This 
was done because the operatives had 
asked for a 10 percent raise and for the 
reason that President Borden had 
previously been very generous to his 
employes and seemed willing that they 
should share In the earnings of the plant. 


The sentiment of the operatives might 


be expressed In the remark of a wel* 
known weaver: "We do not propose to 
accept the increase now that the Iron 
Works employes will get 10 percent. No 
man will dare to rise In tfce mass meet- 
Ing and declare himself in favor of work- 
ing on a lower basis of wages than 8000 
men and women In another section of 
the city. We will stake first." 


This leaves the situation In such a 


state that a 10 percent advance must be 
•given to all-mill employes here orafen- 
eral strike, may follow. 


.Manufacturers refuse to talk concern, 


ing the new phase which the wage ques- 
tion has taken. They say that they will 
await the action of the operatives. Their 
representatives and the Textile council 
representatives only last week signed 
an agreement, promising to urge the 
acceptance of a 5 percent increase by 
both sides, end the consideration of a 
sliding scale by which wages could be 
fairly regulated. Mr. Borden's action 
makes some sort of settlement necessary, 
they admit, but they will await a direct 
demand, in all probability, before the 
question of a change in the agreement 
will be considered. 


The 10 percent advance offered by 


Mr, Borden will cause renewed agita- 
tion for the full increase asked for 
throughout New England. Up to the 
time of issuing the notice, mill affairs 
were becoming settled and manufactur- 
ers were generally conceding a 5 percent 
advance to their operatives. 


The belief prevails here that there will 


be no necessity of a strike, and that the 
manufacturers will be compelled to yield 
to the inevitable aim acknowledge the 
leadership of Mr. Borden, who has on 
two previous occasions compelled the 
Manufacturers' association to step in 
his tracks. 


THOUGHT TO 
BE 
A MANIAC. 


Charles G. West of Boston Assaults His Uncle 


and a Woman With an Axe. 


Boston, Dec. 1.—Much brooding over 


fancied wrongs caused Charles G. West 
to awake on Thanksgiving morning, so 
allege his relatives at Koxbury, a 
maniac, who attempted to avenge him- 
self by using an ax upon the persons of 
two members of his imcle's household. 
Emma R. Samaine, a housekeeper, an'd 
John Barnard, her employer, were seri- 
ously wounded by West. Mr. Barnard, 
•who is 79 years old, will probably die 
from his injuries. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock, as Police Of- 


ficer Bowers was going home, a man 
told him a murderous assault had been 
committed in the Barnard block, and 
that the man who committed the as- 
sault was on his way to Boxbury cross- 
ing. The policeman ran to the crossing 
and arrested Charles G. West, janitor 
of the Barnard block. He was taken to 
the house, where Miss Samaine was 
found unconscious on the floor, with a 
wound in the right; side of the head, t.n- 
other on the back of the head and a big 
gash across the forehead, while Baraard 
•was semi-conscious tn a'ehair, with a 
big cut over the nose, another over the 
right eye and a bad gash at the back cf 
the head. 
"lallie Jennings, the family servant, 
stated ttiat at 8, o'clock West, who is a 
nephew of Barnard, came into the base- 
ment andi demanded from Miss Samaine 
two bank "books. Upon her refusal he 
seized a*- «mart, short handled ax and 
struck the woman over the head several 
times, rendering her unconscious. The 
servant went to Miss Samaine's assist- 
ance and succeeded rin holding the man 
until Barnard arrived. She then ran up 
stajirs screaming for assistance, but be- 
fore help arrived Barnard had -eceived 
several cuts over the'head. Dr. Ryan 
was summoned, and the victims were 
made as comfortable as possible. Miss 
Samaine, who is 35 years old, probably 
will recover. Barnard's extreme age, 
and the shock to his system, renders his 
case very critical and slight hopes are 
entertained for his recovery.

The military objective of the Boers 


(who surround Kimberley is the de- 
gtruction of the diamond mines from 
.which Cecil Rhodes draws his wealth 
0iid, if possible, to capture Mr. Rhodes 
himself. The mines within the limits 
of the city of Kimberley furnish 95 
per cent of the world's supply of dia- 
monds and are unique in two ways. 
The De Beers and Kimberley mines 
are probably the two biggest holes 
ever dug in tho earth by man, and the 
deposit in whleli they are dug is the 
only one known in the world where 
the diamond is found in the original 
matrix in which it was formed. Since 
the chemist Molssan has succeeded in 
making artificial diamonds, we can 
itow form some Idea of how nature 
.worked in making these deposits, and 
{t is believed that the diamonds found 
In the "blue earth" of Kimberley were 
erystallized there while the whole 
mass was under enormous pressure 
vWlthin the more than white hot In- 
terior of a mountain of fire. When the 
workings were begun at Kimberley, 
the diamonds were found in disin- 
tegrated "earth" at and near the sur- 
face, but as the workings were deep- 
ened the "blue earth" was found in 
Its native state, rocklike and requiring 
to be blasted to be taken out 


When the De Beers and Kimberley 


mines reached a depth by open work- 
ing of something like 500 feet and an 
area of 13 to 14 acres each, that 
method of procedure was abandoned 
and a new system begun of working 
from shafts dug to the blue ground 
deposits at some distance from the 
original pits and working these by 
transverse drivings, says the New 
York Sun. Some of these shafts go 
down to a depth of 1,500 feet 
Great 


care has to be taken to prevent these 
workings being filled up by a caving 
of the upper soil about them, and i 
would be easy for the Boers not only 
to destroy millions of dollars' worth 
of mining machinery about the pit 
months, but also to fill up the pita 
BO that it would be a work of years 
to resume diamond gathering. In the 
old days, when the open pits were 
(worked, these were strung with miles 
and miles of wire cables, which serv- 
ed as roadways by which men and 
material were sent back or forth from 
the workings hundreds of feet below, 
All of that has changed, and much 
more expensive and elaborate hoist- 
Ing machinery is used now, 


When the blue ground reaches the 


qorface, it is still a long way from 
yielding up its store of diamonds. 
Crushing it finely enough to reveal 
all the gems it holds hidden would be 
out of the question, for by such a proc- 
ess the bigger diamonds would be 
ruined. Nature, however, stands ready 
to* help, and the blue earth softens 
readily under exposure to sunshine 
and moisture. For this purpose great 
flat fields are prepared on the surface 
within the mine compounds, where the 
bine earth is taken on little cars and 
dumped out as one might spread top 
soil to make a lawn. These "floors,1 
as they are called, cover about 600 
acres. The floors are covered with 
diamondtferoua earth to a depth of 
•about a foot, When the larger pieces 
begin to crumble under the influence 
of sun and moisture, heavy horse har- 
rows are set to work upon the earth, 
and the scene is like that on a farm 
in the spring when the planter is get- 
ting ready to put In his crops. 


Running water la the first agent used 


In this search. Elaborate and costly 
washing machines, designed by Ameri- 
'cans, do thia work, and out of perhaps 
each 100 tons of earth these will gath- 
er and save one ton of what looks like 
coarse sand and blue pebbles. Another 
machine separates these into lots of 
four different sizes, and these then go 
to the assorting tables, where a lot of 
white men sort them while they are 
wet and another lot of black men go 
over them when they are dry, picking 
out the diamonds and discarding all 
other matter. Then they are all boiled 
in a mixture of nitric and sulphuric 
adds to clean their surfaces, after 
which they are again gone over by ex- 
perts, who assort them for size, color 
and purity. The daily production of 
the consolidated mines Is about 5,500 
carats, worth, at $40 a carat, $220,000. 


The works employ about 1,300 Eu- 


ropeans and 5,700 natives, and every 
one g«ts good wages. Mechanics and 
engineers get from $30 to $35 a week, 
miners from $25 to $30, and natives In 
the underground work receive from $1 
to 11-25 a day. Overseers on the floors 
get $18 or $20 a week, assorters $25 to 
ISO and native laborers from $3 to 
15.25 a week, but, In addition to these 
vurns, each man gets a premium upon 
diamonds found by himself. The na- 
tive laborers receive threepence pre- 
mium for each carat found, and the 
white laborers get la, Od. for each car- 
«t The men in the mines get larger 
premium for the stones found by them. 


The premium system Is meant to 


help break up the stealing of stones 
and the Illicit dealing in them, out of 
which many fortunes have been made. 
Extraordinary precautions are taken' 
to prevent these losses. The white 
men an enraged for two years at a 
time and are not allowed outside the 
compound during that time, and the 
natives are engaged for periods of 
three months each and are stripped 
and searched every night after they 
kCT* the workings.

Bow AgulB*M* Can Escape 


There are two routes by which Agui- 


naldo's army army could have moved 
Into the northern province, where, by 
the time thin is published, it will have 
undoubtedly have escaped One, the 
road by San Jose, and Pucan and Car- 
relyhan, through the precipitous pass* 
es of the CarabMlo mountain* The 
route is up along; steep, washed-out 
river beds; by cmUve trail* and occas- 


ional roads. The country is the wild- 
est in Luzon, inhabited by Igorotes, 
who live in the little mountain ham- 
lets and exist by hunting and fishing. 
The trip over the Carabello pass In 
the moat favorable season requires 
two or three days, and is attended with 
great difficulty. The mountains rise to 
a height of 6,000 feet and are covered 
with primeval forest and thick trop- 
ical undergrowth. The natives are all 
under ARulnaldo'i 
command, 
and, 


while not equipped with onus, wpuld be. 


able to fill up the ranks of the. Insur- 
gent army 


Aguinaldo has undoubtedly taken 


his army through these passes ever 
the Bayonbong, in Nueva Vizoaya, 
and It is doubtful If we can follow him 
without the greatest difficulty and loss 
of life. By placing himself in, the nar- 
row mountain passes through which 
we would have to go to reach him he 
can render our advance most hazard- 
ous. tHe can draw supplies from Bay- 
onbong and hold out uottl actually, dlsr 


lodegd by the moat desperate mountain 
warfare. This is undoubtedly his aim, 
for months ago he boasted that when 
he fell back to the Carabello moun- 
tains his position would be Impreg- 
nable. He has had ample time to pre- 
pare for such a coup. 


Bayonbong Is on the Magat river, 


the main tributary of the great Cag- 
ayan, which is a deep, swift-flowing 
river, running north to Aparri, the 
most northerly port In Luson, and the 
largest* shipping center for the, vast 


tobacco, sugar and rice products of the 
Cagayan valley. Bayonbong has a pop- 
ulation of 10,000, and from a military 
point ia almost Inaccessible. Contrary 
to general opinion this north country 
has a clvilizalon equal, and, in many 
cases superior, to that of the natives 
of the vicinity of Manila. The cities 
are large and prosperous; the natives 
have a smattering of education, dress 
well, live in fine substantial houses, 
and have many large churches and 
other public buildings. 


The other route north by which the 


insurgents could bav« retreated la ta 


the east of the Dagupan and Ango 
rivers through Benguet province, over 
the mountain passes to Trinidad, 
thence to Cayan and up the Abra 
river. The mountains rise to 4,000 
feet and 6000 feet in height in ttiesa 
provinces and the food products am 
dot over-abundant The town* ara 
small, and the native tribes are hard- 
ly within the pale of civilisation. If 
was, therefore, not likely that Ago* 
naldo would run the risk of Isolating; 
himself in the mountain fastness of ths 
west coast provinces General Wheat-

An attempt has been made to sub- 


stantiate by these official figures the

argued that there were a f»w thousand 
"conscience" voters, who Toted against 
Crane. Particular: stress Is laid upon 
the vote for the prohibitionist candi- 
date for governor, which leads the 
ticket by about 3,000. 


But approaching the figures without 


bias it will readily be seen that there 
is no difference that cannot be as 
easily accounted for by the popularity 
of the candidate and the place of his 
residence. There Is no doubt that Mr. 
Crane suffered because he is a Western 
Massachusetts man, a very western 
one at that. Had he been an eastern 
man his vote would have been heavier, 
how much it is hard to say. Not very 
much, perhaps, since he has a good 
natural lead in all the rest of the men 
men who ran on the ticket with him, 
barring Mr. Bates. Paine, the demo- 
crat, naturally gained by being a Bos- 
ton man, living in a large centre of 
population m9stly4 democratic. Be- 
sides there was not much Incentive for 
the democrats to do more than vote for 
the heead of their ticket Paine and 
Mack stood far above all other names 
after that inharmonious democratic 
state convention. And again Paine and 
Mack did some stumping. The figures 
for the democratic candidates prove 
that the democrats voted for the head 
of their ticket, the men they had heard 
of, and exercised thair judgment or 
stood by their party in the minor local 
contests. 


As to the prohibition vote, that is a 


very uncertain quantity. 
While it 


seems, on the whole, to be on the in- 
crease, taking the vote of the past half 
dozen years, there is no stability in it 
with reference to candidates. Very 
often the candidate for governor has 
been overshadowed by the candidate 
for lieutenant-governor and 
other 


names on the ticket. Sometimes the 
difference has amounteed to as much as 
10,000 votes, due to the reputation, 
popularity and residence of the man. 
There is nothing constant about the 
prohibition vote, and the fact that the 
prohibition candidate for governor 
leads the average of his ticket by about 
2,000 means nothing when the pecu- 
liarities of the prohibition vote are 
taken into consideration. But allowing 
everything the "antis" claim the "con- 
scieiice" vote is of no consequence. The 
Boston correspodent of the Springfield 
Republican is one of the most radical 
antis and he is compelled to say In his 
analysis of the vote that "taking the 
democratic and prohibition votes to- 
gether, it looks as if the conscience 
vote were about 5,000, which is certain- 
ly not a large percentage in a total of 
almost 300,000 votes."

Some 20 or more years ago the late 


Zenas Marshall Crane1, father of Gov- 
ernor-elect W. Murray Crane, gave an 
endowment of $10,000 to the Boston 
Eye and Ear infirmary. According to 
its provisions this institution agreed to 
send an expert aurist and optician) to 
the PittsfieJd House of Mercy four 
times a year for the purpose of exam- 
ining any who so desired. If these 
patients needed treatment they were to 
go to the infirmary. This has been 
kept up, until within a short time, for 
nearly a. quarter of a century, and 
many have received help ait the Boston 
hospital. 


So about a flofrtnight ago the propo- 


sition was made by the infirmary offic- 
ers that the $10,000 be divided equally 
betweeni the Boston and Pittsfield hos- 
pitals, that the infirmary should retain 
a fwe bed especially for Berkshire 
patients; that the advising1 expert from 
Boston should discontinue to make his 
quarterly visits and the $5000, which 
the House of Mercy was to receive, 
should go to the eye and ear depart- 
ment. The negotiations for the trans- 
fer of thia amount are now going on

"The trek Boer is a living example 


ot the truth of the colonial saying that 
'monotony does not harm a man with 
no brains,'" says Ormond Lodge in 
the London Field. "The life led by 
these people is hideous In its never 
ending sameness. The families do not 
mingle together, and there is none of 
that offhand sociability which is such 
a feature of the Transvaal and Free 
State Boers. During my stay in Da- 
maraland I came across scores of trek- 
ker families. On one occasion one of 
these family groups, consisting of a 
father, mother, two sons and a daugh- 
ter, camped near the wayside store 
where I was staying. Their mode of 
life was as follows: At daybreak the 
family would disengage themselves 
from the wagon, and the Kaffir boy 
would come from his roost under this 
conveyance and drive the stock away 
to feed. The 'old man' -would then take 
up his position on a stool in the lee of 
the wagon, and would rest there hour 
after hour, looking straight ahead of 
him. 
The two sons would lie on the 


grass, pipe In mouth, gazing up at the 
sky, but never exchanging a word, and 
the old vrouw would sit nearby on an- 
other stool, also busily engaged in do- 
ing nothing, the only one of the family 
who ever worked being the daughter, 
who attended to the washing and cook- 
ing arrangements. Such a life as this 
would very soon turn an ordinary man 
into a hopeless lunatic; but these peo- 
ple thrive on it. 
" "On one occasion I spoke to the 'old 
man' on the subject. He was seated 
on his stool, wrapt in contemplation of 
the landscape, and I went over to him 
and asked him what he was thinking 
about. 'Think!' he said. 'I haven't got 
time to think.' And I was so staggered 
by the answer that I left him to his 
own devices for the time being, but 
later on I tackled him again. I said, 
'Did you mean what you said about 
not having time to think?' 'Yes,' he 
said, 'of course I did. What funny 
people you English are.' 


"The trek Boers, though they belong 


to the same race as the Transvaal and 
Free State Boers, have held themselves 
apart from these others for a consider- 
able period, but there is no doubt but 
that the presen^'difficulty' will be the 
means of their anting together again 
and, for. a.- time, at any .rate, burying 
old grievances in their .mutual hatred 
of the common enemy. The trek Boers 
are not conspicuous by their numbers 
and merit interest more from their per- 
sonal habits and peculiarities than 
anything else. My first experience of 
a trek Boer was during a trip I made 
into Damaraland, I had off saddled 
one day by a stream to rest the horse 
when a troop of about a dozen cattle 
and a couple of hundred sheep appear- 
ed coming toward me over the brow of 
the hill. These were shortly followed 
by a wagon driven by a tall, white 
bearded old man, who walked alongside 
the oxen and urged them on. The out- 
fit arrived at the drift, the wagon was 
outspanned, and, the Inmates, consist- 
ing of an old woman, four or five 
young women and several children, 
alighted. 


"1 have at times seen patrol tents 


made to hold two men provide shelter 
for seven or eight, but I never saw 
such a clear case of overcrowding as 
this before, and I was watching them 
dismount, one after another, wonder- 
ing whether there were any more to 
follow, when the old man came over 
and shook hands with me. I drew out 
a handful of 'tobacco and we sat down 
together. He was traveling for the 
sake of his cattle and sheep, he told' 
me. He lived wherever he might be 
whoa the sun went down. 'Ob,' I said, 
'then you are one of the trekkers? 
'Yes,' he said, 'I have always been a 
trekker.' His father came up from 
Cape Colony during the 'great trek,* 
and had not settled down as most of 
the others had done. He thought it j 
Was no use, he added, because as soon 
is he became comfortably settled he 
knew that the English government 
Would come along and drive them 
further inland, and he himself had fol- 
lowed in his father's footsteps. I leok- 
ed at him as he said this, but there was 
no suspicion of sarcasm in his face. 


"Presently the old vrouw, who had 


been seated on a footstool watching 
the girls make the fire, called out that 
the coffee/was ready, and I went over 
with the old man and shook hands 
with the ladies. They were dressed in 
the most outrageous attempts at fe- 
male apparel that I had ever seen, and 
their feet and beads were bare. One of 
the girls, about 19 years old, was dress- 
ed In a man's corduroy coat and a 
short skirt of what bad originally be'en 
some white material. She had cut off 
the arms of the coat, presumably to 
give freer movement, and, taken alto- 
gether, presented an unusual sight 
This young lady, after looking at me 
searchingly for a few moments, asked 
me where my wife was. I told her I 
bad none. 'Oh, you liar!' she replied, 
quite genially. But the old vrouw now 
turned her head and said, 'Be quiet!' 
much in the same tone with which one 
addresses a disobedient dog, and the 
girl, to my great relief, subsided. 
I 


"I sat down, and the old vrouw pour- 


ed me out a basin of coffee, and we got 
Into conversation. My host informed 
me that he had left Bechuanaland 
when Sir Charles Warren's expedition 
went Into the country and bad to come 
to Damaraland with many others. Bech- 
uanaland was a fine country for tlie 
trekkers, he said. The grass was good, 
and the pans (pools of water) were at 
Dice distances apart, but here in Damar- 
aland there were too many trekkers, 
Every river and drift was crowded 
With them. 'Crowded?' I asked. 'Yes,' 
he said. 'I've seen three today,' and I 
wondered ifhat would happen to the 
old man if he really did meet a crowd 
of people. 


"When the trekkers first arrived In 


Damaraland, the country was Infested 
with freebooters, principally -of 


that Providence was 
friendly toward them in sending the 
Boerg down to live among them and 
promptly began to levy toll on them by 
Kteallng their stock. But they bad 
reckoned without their hosts, for the 
Boers met them rifle in hand, and 
many a deapftcate encounter which has 
never been beard of by the outside 
world took place in these lonely wilds, 
but the freebooters had been dispersed 
since then, and the few who were left 
now left the trek Boers severely alone. 
" 'How long do yon stay here? I ask- 


ed the old man. He looked round at 
the veldt. 'The grass is fairly good,' 
he said. 'I shall stay until the rains 
come,' 'And then?11 asked him. 'Oh, 
then I shall have to go from place to 
place every other day to get the young 
grass as it springs up.' 'And when you 
settle down for any period do you nev- 
er build a rough house?* I askad him. 
'I have never lived in a house in my 
life,' he said. 'I could not sleep in one. 
No; we live in the wagon,' and then, as 
the afternoon was closing In, I saddled 
up and went on my way. 


"I found my host had been correct in 


saying that there were others close by, 
for an hour's ride brought me to 'the 
river,' In reality a moderate sized 
stream, and along this three separate 
wagons were ontspanned a few hun- 
dred yards apart One of these fami- 
lies with a slight Idea of comfort had 
erected an old marquee tent I went 
into this. It was furnished with a pile 
of blankets and skins, a table and a 
couple of stools. The roof was all in 
holes, and I could see the sky through 
some of them, but the old vrouw seem-, 
ed uncommonly proud of it and show- 
ed me where she slept so as to get out 
of the way of the rain. 'The Kaffir girl 
sleeps there,' she said, pointing to a 
spot just underneath a huge rent, and 
I thought it was rough on the KafQr, 
but I did not say so. The old woman 
was busily occupied in baking bread in 
an oven formed by scooping out the in- 
side of an ant hill and making a fire in 
the cavity until the inside has arrived 
at a proper temperature, when the 
ashes are swept out, the bread put in- 
side and the opening covered up with 
sods of earth. She bewailed her ina- 
bility to give me any bread, as it was 
not yet baked, but offered to make me 
some crackers. This, however, I would 
not allow her to do, though she pressed 
me again and again. The old habits of 
hospitality, which are so marked all 
through the Boer nation, no matter 
what their critics may say to the con- 
trary, still hold good in these irrespon- 
sible wanderers. None of these people 
asked me for news of the outside 
world. Their world consisted of the 
piece of land their stock fed on. 


"I had in my pocket a photo of a mo- 


tor car which a friend had sent me 
from home, and I showed it to the old 
man. 
He took it in his hand, looked at 


it for some time, and then gave it back 
to me with the remark that the man 
who made' the picture was a clever 
man, but he was a 'voordoomed' liar, 
for a cart could not go without some- 
thing to pull it. 'I saw a railway once,' 
he said, 'when I was trekking down 
here, and that had a stemel (engine) in 
front to pull it' 'But,' I said, 'what 
pulled the engine? 'Oh,' he said, 'I 
never thought of that, but I don't be- 
lieve that picture.' 


'None of these families had any set- 


tled home, and they had come to this 
country because they were not inter- 
fered with here. A standing rule of 
the trek Boers is that the first comer at 
any suitable place can refuse to allow 
any one else to camp within a mile of 
Um. The country does not belong to 
them, but this makes no difference to 
these simple children of nature. This 
rule is never enforced unless the first 
comer happens to be a good deal of a 
lighter, in which case the others will 
jive him a wide berth. 


"The old vrouw offered to put me up 


for the night, but I had no blanket 
with me, and the idea of turning in un- 
der one of their rugs was more than I 
eould slauu, so I took my leave of 
them, and a couple of hours' ride 
wrought me to Mr. B.'s store, where I 
was hospitably entertained. 


"1 found out during my stay in the 


country that there were about 150 fam- 
ilies of trek Boers in Damaraland, 
while there are several hundred of 
them scattered over the new republic, 
to Zululand and the neighboring coun- 
try, but their own people do not favor 
them. They look on them as pariahs 
and outcasts who have no stake in the 
tountry, and the trekkers have been 
•invited' on several occasions to seek 
fresh fields. The present -vrar in South 
Africa will spell ruin for many, and 
the trek Bper is perhaps the only in- 
habitant of the country who could be 
in no way affected by it were he to 
stand aloof, but blood Is thicker than 
water, and there is no doubt but that 
he will sink all former differences and 
rally to the aid of his countrymen."

NEW GOLD DETECTER, 


Simple Finn of Ascertaining; tbe 


Presence of Gold In Ore. 


Dr. Okler gives a new way of detect- 


ing the presence of a small quantity of 
gold, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. To illustrate the method, 120 
grams of finely powdered ore being 
placed in a flask, an equal volume of 
tincture of iodine Is added, and the 
mixture Is well agitated. It Is then 
left for an hour, being shaken from 
time to time in the interim, and finally 
allowed to stand. 
After saturation 


with the solution a band of filter paper 
Js allowed to dry. The complete satu- 
ration of the paper is Insured by re- 
peating the operation five or six times, 
and the paper Is then calcined. 


When gold is present, the ash has a 


purplish color, which disappears quick- 
ly when the ash is moistened with bro- 
mine water. A modification of the test 
can be carried out by covering the 
powdered ore with bromine water and, 
after an hour's agitation, filtering the 
solution. Ii gold is present, the addi- 
tion of protochloride of 'tin to the solu- 
tion will give a purple color, the reac- 
tion being known as "purple of cas- 
sius." In the case of sulphides the ore 
should first be roasted, and when the 
mineral contains a considerable pro- 
portion of carbonate of lime it should 
be calcined in the presence of ammo- 
nium carbonate. 


New Billiard Cae. 


The Philadelphia Eecord says a bil- 


liard cue with a square tip instead of 
a round one Is an Innovation that may 
shortly be put to a practical test. A 
well known amateur of Philadelphia, 
who is of an experimental and invent- 
ive turn of mind, conceived the idea 
and had a special cue made with a 
square tip. He says it answers every 
purpose to which the ordinary cue can 
be put, in addition to which it has a 
number of advantages over the round 
tip. For one thing, it is impossible to 
Bake a miscue. The full surface of 
the cue strikes the ball and gives it 
tnore.purchase. The point of contact 
between the rounded tip and the ball 
is perhaps one-tenth less than that of 
the square tip and the ball, and where 
"English" is used the latter tip as- 
sures a much greater control. The in- 
ventor of the square tip has applied 
for a patent and hopes to introduce it 
through the medium of several well 
known professional players. 


Celebration of Gutenberg'* Birtliday. 


The fifth centenary o£ Gutenberg"* 


birthday will be celebrated with much 
rplendor In Mainz next June under 
the patronage of the Grand Duke of 
Hesse. The celebration, according to 
the New York Tribune, will have an 
international character, and in con- 
junction with it an exhibition is to be 
held which will be divided into three 
sections. The historical section will 
comprise productions of the art of 
printing of all times and nations and 
also implements and machines for 
printing, by which the development of 
the letter press printing can be traced 
from Its commencement. The graphK 
section 18 to «jiva a display as compre- 
hensive as possible of the productions 
of the graphic arts in their present 
state of perfection. Tbe machine sec- 
tion will show-the machinery find Im- 
plements • for printing, if possible, in 
working order. In connection with the 
exhibition a Gutenberg museum will 
be founded.

ABOUT NEXT CENTURY. 


Curious aruj Interesting Events 


That Will Occur Then. 


CHANGES TO BE INAUGURATED, 


Uvula Will Adopt Gregorian Calen- 


dar—Likely Chance In tlio Bectn- 
atnv of the Astronomical Day. 
Eight Total Solar Eclip.e. Predict- 
ed to Be Seen In th* United State*. 
There was a queer genius at the Ho- 


tel Calhoun in Charleston the other 
day, and he had a fad that is stranger 
than those usually encountered in fad- 
dists. His name was Eiley V. Moore, 
and he hailed from Battle Creek, Mich. 
Mr. Moore's favorite occupation during 
his odd moments is to collect all sorts 
of information and advance statistics 
concerning the twentieth" century. He 
has a large scrapbook full of newspa- 
per clippings containing many inter- 
esting facts concerning the next 100 
years. Besides the book of clippings, 
he has a notebook in which he has 
written a great deal of matter that was 
told him. Mr. Moore allowed a report- 
er for the Charleston News and Cou- 
rier to look through his scrapbook and 
cull the following bits of information, 
which may prove interesting: 


The twentieth century will com- 


mence on Jan. 1,1901. It will open on 
Tuesday and closfe on Sunday. It will 
have the greatest number of leap years 
possible—24. The year 1D04 will be tbe 
first one, then every fourth year after 
that, to and including the year 2000. 
February will have three times five 
Sundays—in 1920, 1948 and 1976. 


In 1901 federal Memorial day, Fourth 


of July and Thanksgiving day will oc- 
cur the same day in the week; then aft- 
er that the same thing will happen at 
the following intervals: Six, 11, 11, C, 
11, 11 years, and so on, or the years 
1907, 1918, 1929, 1935, and so on. In 
the ye-ars 1912, 1914, 1969 and 1996 
there are four holidays that will fall 
on the same day in the week—the three 
already mentioned and Washington's 
birthday anniversary, as also the 29th 
of February. 


Thanksgiving day and Christmas 


will occur the same day In the week in 
1906 and then at successive intervals 
of 11, 6, 11, 11, 6, 11 years, and so on; 
also in 1928, 1956 and 1984. March 4 
will fall on SuRday in the inaugural 
years 1917, 1946 and 1973. The same 
yearly calendar that was used in 1895 
can be used again in 1901. 


The following are, in order, begin- 


ning with 1901, the dates of Easter for 
the first 25 years of the century: April 
7, March 30, April 12, 3, 23, 15, March 
31, April 9, 11, March 27, April 16, 7, 
March 23. April 12, 4, 23, 8, March 31, 
April 20, 4, March 27, April 16, 1, 20, 
12. The earliest possibile date on 
which Easter can occur is March 23. 
The last time it occurred on this dale 
was in 1818, but It will not occur again 
until after the twentieth century. The 
latest Easter can occur is April 26, 
and it will thus occur but once in the 
coming century—in 1943. The last 
time it occurred was April 26, 1SSO. 
Whenever Easter occurs on March 27 
or April 3, 10, 17 or 24, Christmas also 
occurs on Sunday. 


Though one of the objects aimed at 


by the church authorities who fixed 
upon the method of determining the 
date of Easter was to prevent its occur- 
ring on the same date as the Jewish 
Passover, nevertheless the two events 
will occur together four times in the 
twentieth 
century—April 
12, 1903; 


April 1, 1923; April 17, 1927, syid April 
19, 1981. 


The twentieth century will contain 


36,525 days, which lacks one day of 
being exactly 5,218 weeks. The day 
of the week that will not occur as of- 
ten as each of the others Is Monday. 


Several announcements are made of 


changes to be inaugurated with the 
opening of the new century. The first 
of importance is that Russia will 
adopt the Gregorian calendar. 
This 


will be done by omitting 13 days, the 
amount of the error t'jat will have ac- 
cumulated after the close of Febru- 
ary, 1900. Tbe Russians will then 
write Jan. 1, 1901, instead of Dec. 19, 
1900. 


The other important announcement 


Is that it is not at all unlikely that the 
astronomical day, which now begins at 
Tteon of the civil day, will begin with 
the civil day at midnight The present 
method of having the astronomical day 
to begin 12 hours after the beginning 
of the civil day is apt to be confusing. 
On the other hand, to have the former 
begin at midnight will be to them 
somewhat inconvenient. 


As to eclipses in the coming century, 


there will be about 380 of them, the 
number of solar being to the number 
of lunar ia about the ratio of four to 
three. What is the very rare occur- 
rence in a calendar year will happen 
In 1935, the first time since 1823—viz, 
Scvea eclipses, the largest possible 
number that can happen in a year. 


There are eight total solar eclipses 


predicted to occur visible in the United 
States in 1918, 1923, 1945, 1979, 1984, 
1994. There will also occur 12 transits 
of Mercury. A transit of Venus, how- 
ever, wWch is of much more impor- 
tance, will not occur within the next 
century. The earliest date predicted 
Is June 8, 2004. 


While It is claimed at least 1,000 


comets come within visible range of 
the earth within a century, there is 
reasonable certainty of the recurrence 
of*|ut one extraordinary comet in the 
next century. That one Is known as 
Hailey's. It was last seen In 1835. It 
will be due again in 1904 or 1911. The 
exact time is not known, owing to 
slight modifications in its orbit, due to 
planetary inlluence. 


Of famous meteoric showers there 


will probably be three recurrences of 
tbe Leonids in 1932, 1965 and In 19GS.

Important Facts In View of the 


Possible Basuto Uprising. 


HAT BIDE WITH TEE BBITI8H. 


•Wm*» Between th« OranKe Free State 


•nd tke mTarrlor* on It* Ba*tern 
Border—Bncland Interfered In 1808 
to Prevent Subjugation of tke Ifa« 
tive» nr the Boer«. 
The possibility of a Basuto nprls5ug 


against the Orange Free State lends 
special interest to the history of the re- 
lations between the Free State and 
the tribe of warriors perched in the 
mountains on its eastern border. 


In 1848, after the trek out of Natal 


across the Drakensberg and from Cape 
Colony, the British governor of Cape 
Colony declared the Orange river ter- 
ritory subject to the British crown. 
The Boers arose and were defeated at 
the battle of Boomplatz owing to their 
want of artillery, but the necessity of 
withdrawing the British troops re- 
quired for the war with Russia caused 
the British government on Feb. 23, 
1854, to recognize the inhabitants as 
"to all intents and purposes a free and 
Independent people, and their govern- 
ment to be treated thenceforth as a 
free and independent government." 


In 1858 the Basuto chief, Moshesh, 


Invaded the Orange Free State, and 
after several minor engagements a 
party of Boers were massacred at a 
place in the Maluti mountains called 
"The Hell." Eighteen were Jdlled and 
the rest retreated. In order to put a 
•top to hostilities, Sir George Grey, 
governor of the Cape Colony, offered 
to arbitrate. His'-Qffer was accepted, 
and a certain line was denned by him 
to be henceforth the boundary between 
the Basutos and the Free State, saya 
the New York Sue. Tliia waa made 
under President Boshof. 


When Mr. Brand was elected presi- 


dent, it was found that the Basutos 
had encroached on the Free State ter- 
ritory and built many villages. They 
Were promptly cal&ed-on to quit, and a 
commando was sent to enforce the or- 
ders of the government of the Free 
State, but the Basutos refused to 
move, and Moshesh, tire paramount 
chief, summoned his warriors to the 
number of some 20,000, who advanced, 
destroying everything before them. A 
heavy engagement took place at Brand- 
fort, and a number of Boers were kill- 
ed near Wlnburg in a battle fought 
there, and several Boer families were 
massacred on the hills above Newcas- 
tle. Although the Free State was only 
thinly populated at that time, an army 
consisting of about 3,000 men was rais- 
ed and the Basuto territory invaded. 
After a sanguinary war in which thou- 
sands of Basutos fell before the Boer 
rifles Moehean sued for peace and sur- 
rendered a large piece of land, now 
known as the conquered territory. 


After this magnificent strip of agri- 


cultural land—the finest wheat grow- 
ing district In South Africa, with a ca- 
pacity of from 85 to 60 bushels an acre 
—had been surveyed and was being oc- 
cupied by the burghers it was Invaded 
by the Basutos, who drove them back. 
War was at once declared and Basuto 
tend Invaded by the Boers, who after 
several engagements compelled their 
enemy to sue for peace and pay a 
heavy Indemnity in cattle. 
On the 


Boers once more occupying the con- 
quered territory the 'Basutos again in- 
vaded it, killing many of the farmers. 
The Free Staters again took the field, 
determined to end the Basuto aggrea 
•looa and not to make peace until the 
Basutofl were conquered. 
, This last campaign was begun in 
August, 1867, and ended in 1869. Dur- 
'ing tAat period many heavy battles 
were fought 
Makwaal's Mountain, 


the Thlemi and Tandjesberg, noted 
strongholds of .the Basutos, fell into 
the hands of the Boers by storm, and 
.preparation was made for the final 
event, the storming of Thaba Bosigo, 
the famous natural fortress where the 
Rasuto chief resided.. Many times had 
tbla stronghold been assaulted by the 
various enemies of the Basutos. The 
Zulu hordes had been repulsed, and 
the warriors of Seykenyellt had been 
driven in rout down its precipitous 
elopes, while every effort of the British 
under General C«thcart against it fail- 
ed. Four times had the Boers been re- 
pelled and returned to the assault, 
with the loss of many brave men. But 
they were not to be denied and were 
BO accustomed to victory and had, 
above ail, so inspired the Basutos with 
a belief in their invincibility that they 
felt certain of ultimate victory. 


'During all this long struggle the 


British governor of Cape Colony, Sir 
Philip Wodehouse, had remained si- 
lent, never in any way interfering with 
either belligerent, but when he saw 
that the capture of Thaba Bosigo was 
almost a certainty and the extinction 
of-the Basutoa as a nation no more a 
matter of doubt he issued a proclama- 
tion stopping the transport of ammu 
nitlon into the Free State, following 
It shortly after by another declaring 
the Basutos British subjects and 
threatening any found Ih arms against 
them with the penalty of death. 


When this became known In the Free 


Staters' camp, the British subjects who 
were assisting the Boers made op their' 
minds to shoot the governor If he cross- 
ed the Orange river and ventured Into 
BlUUitnlcJul and- «• «<«)y Of til* 


tlon to that effect which waa passed 
at a meeting held by them waa gent to 
him. He, however, did not come Into 
Basutoland, but reannexed by procla- 
mation all the territory which the 
Boera bad conquered to Basutoland. 
The Free State then sent a deputation 
to England and succeeded in obtaining 
a portion of the territory now called 
(he districts of Wepener and Lady- 
brand. By this act the British govern- 
ment violated the treaty known as the 
Sand river treaty, entered into be- 
tween the representatives of the emi- 
grant farmers and her majesty's spe- 
cial commissioner, Major Hogg, and 
Captain Owen. By it the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal republic re- 
ceived the right of self government un- 
Ber certain conditions. One of its most 
vital clauses was that referring to the 
relations between the Boers and the 
natives surrounding them, England 
having undertaken to abstain from en- 
tering into any treaties to the detri- 
ment of the republics. The result was 
that In 1880, when the colonial forces 
endeavored to disarm the Basutos, it 
was only effected after great loss of 
life and expense. Had Sir Philip Wode- 
house left the Free State to settle the 
Basuto difficulty that disastrous war 
would not have occurred, and Cape 
Colony would not have had to pay a 
contribution toward the government 
of the Basutos, nor would it have been 
saddled with a war debt of $20,000,000, 
the interest of which the Colony is still 
paying. This transaction has remained 
Indelibly stamped on the memory of 
the Free State Boers and is one of the 
reasons why they now mistrust the In- 
tentions of the British government re- 
garding the reported desire of the Ba- 
sutos to invade the Free State terri- 
tory.

According to a London dispatch to 


the New York Sun, a nurse in the mili- 
tary hospital at Ladysmith, in the 
course of a letter dated Oct. 26 to an 
ex-lord mayor of London, says: 


"The glorious battle at Elandslaagte 


was a mighty success, but at what cost! 
All night Saturday the wounded 
streamed in and all day Sunday. We 
not only had all the beds filled, but 
the wounded were lying about *.he floor 
as thickly as we could put them. We 
could only just step between them to 
administer to their wants. They were 
wet and cold. Some had' been lying 
for 30 hours on the wet ground. They 
told sad tales of suffering, but there 
were no complaints or murmarings. 
Their bravery and endurance were 
marvelous. 


"There were several wounded Boera, 


and it was really amusing to see large 
hearted Tommy Atkins fraternizing 
with his. enemy. 


"There was a touching little scene 


yesterday. A Gordon highlander had 
an arm amputated. A Boer in the next 
bed had his arm amputated in exactly 
the same place. I took charge of the 
latter when he was brought from the 
field. When he became conscious, the 
two poor fellows eyed each other si- 
lently until the good natured Tommy 
Atkins could stand it no longer. 'Sis- 
ter,' he called, 'give him two cigarettes 
out of my box. Tell him I sent them. 
Here's a match. Light one for him.' 
I took the cigarettes and the message. 
The Boer turned and looked in amaze- 
ment. 
Then he was overcome and 


burst into tears, and the highlander 
did the same. I am afraid I was on 
the point of joining them, but time 
would not permit. We have a splendid 
staff of skilled surgeons, and they are 
kept constantly at work."

If we go- no farther for cause for 
tha.nksigiving than good health, large 
crops and victory, when disease, amall 
crops and defeat come we will have 
no occasion few local or national grati- 
tude. But rooted Sa God through love, 
we as citizens of this great nation can 
thank Him for the return of prosperi- 
ty a.nd for the lessons learned, while 
struggling thrwusih the hard, times; 
and, after all the personal visitations 
He may, have made to our hoircr. In 
misfortune, disease, War or death, be- 
ing grounded hi Him we are able to 
say: "Thai Lord gave andi the Lord 
hath taken away, blessed be the name 
of the Lord." Yet, to insure stability 
and progress we must not forget to 
be grateful for the giants of soul and 
mind who bequeathed to us these large 
privileges and to adore Him who gave 
us sucr- a splendid land aim whose 
providence gave us the Renaissance 
and Reformation asi stepping stones 
to high degree in culture and in virtue. 


Civil and religious freedom were born 


in the heart and mind of the 15th cen- 
tury; brut slowly, like the iceberg slip- 
ling- away from its cold prison.to a 
fjniiier sea, did this freedom, under 
tho rnys of Providence, get away into 
a happ ^r world. Under the light of 
God all things were calling for an ex- 
odus out of the olfl severitiesi into the 
land of naw possibilities.

What grati- 
tude should ba ours that that germi- 
nating seed of this beloved land was 
not left entirely to the skill of sea- 
man, but was brought to these shores 
in the palm and purpose of the Un- 
conquerable! 
Men with the spiritual 


and intellectual and pli3'sica,l power 
came later and for the first time in the 
history of the world, civilized man laid 
the foundations of a natiorf. 


They brought with them labor, learn-

This new mission should be for us a 


cause of thanks. It means the civili- 
zing and Christianizing of the Philip- 
pine islands and the planting of the 
cross throughout China and Japan. 
That we should have part in this work 
is by divine command, and future his- 
tory will so record it if we are faith- 
ful to our trust.
